France. 

Diemer, who became interested in luge 
racing while watching the last Olympic 
games on television, tried out for the 1984 
U.S. luge team at Lake Placid, N.Y., but 
failed to make the team.

Earl Bush, the band's director, had to really 
hunt for a copy of "Olympic Fanfare," and 
put a lot of hours into transposing the music 
to fit the talents of the grade school band.

Passerella, who had planned to attend this 
year's games, has had to take a pass because 
of business commitments. 

So he will be watching the games on tv 
along with the rest of us, remembering the 
thrill and excitement of Grenoble and the 
time he off iciated at Lake Placid. 

"There's no describing the thrill you ex- 
perience when you are told-that-you have 
made the Olympic teamr"said Passarella. 

That thrill was experienced a bare three 
weeks before the actual competition and 
came after two years of* grueling self 
motivated training he paid for himself.

Passarella put himself into a two-year 
training program that not only meant 
skating, both in practice and competition, 
but called for four hours a day of weight 
lifting, running etc. to get the body in shape. 

This he did both in the countries of Europe 
and back in the good old U.S.A at the rinks in 
Northbrook and Eric Hyden's stomping 
grounds of West All is, Wis. 

He said he will never forget just being 
there when the United States hockey team 
beat the Russians or actually watching the 
internationally famous skiers go off of the 
Olympic ski jumps. -« .'^ 

When Diemer decided to go for the gold in 
luge sledding he sent for a luge sled from 
East Germany. 

This unusual sport has a one or two man 
team riding a three-foot sled that has run- 
ners, *weighs approximately 50. pounds, 
through a 1,000 meter course much resem- 
bling that used by bobsledders. 

"Besides keeping yourself in- shape by 
doing weight lifting to gain strength, prac- 
ticing on hills on sleds with rollers, there is 
only one place you can practice the "real 
thing," he said. 

Lake - * Placid has the only official 
refrigerated luge track in the western 
hemisphere and Diemer Was able to make 
use of its. limited availability for practice

is expected of politicians?

. • When one sees a politician continually 
reelected despite partisan leanings in a par- 
ticular election year, one might draw the 
conclusion that this person must be doing the 
job the electors want done. 

But evidences of the opposite often come to 
"^tjie fore, which leaves one wondering if the 
electors are doing their job of checking up on 
incumbent politicians to see if they are 
producing results before checking their 
name again on the ballot. 

One U. S. congressman that comes to mind 
is a fellow that is very good at answering the 
letters or phone calls of the people in his 
district. 

But a lot of people have said that this is as 
far as it seems to go, an .acknowledgement 
that the petitioner' has a problem and a 
promise to "look into it." 

A family of four could probably live on this 
man's mailing expenditures for a year. 
Granted it is a good idea to keep in touch with 
the people that elected you, but results of the 
promise to follow the situation up might 
more merit another term on the taxpayers 
than just being receptive and friendly. 

I was once at a' reception for this 
congressman wherein he greeted the area 
people personally and let them each devour 
his seemingly sincere interest in their in- 
dividual problems. 

As one lady was telling him of her 
problems experienced with the local post of- - 
fice,(At that time he was on a committee 

concerned-With t he affairs of the U. S . Postal 

Service)he seemed to be genuinely in- 
terested and surprised by her' problem, 
saying, "I've never heard of such a thing," 
repeatedly. 

He than called one of his staff and in- 
structed her to take down all the information 
so that he could "look into it." 

At that, the woman opened her large purse 
and produced a stack of letters she had 
received on that very subject from the man 
who had "never heard of such a thing." * 

The help of the same person was recruited 
by a couple that had -a problem with the 
social security administration. 

Her husband was a disabled World War 
Two veteran whom she supported since he 
was unable to ho'd down a job because he suf- 
fered severe headaches resulting from a ser- 
— viceinvolved-injuryr— ' — 

Although medical evidence showed a 



physical injury to the brain, the social 
security administration, after almost 10 
years of fighting with the couple, insisted onv 
labeling her husband's disorder as being a ■ 
mental one. 

The overwrought woman went to the 
congressman almost as a last resort because 
she refused to have her husband tagged with 
a mental disorder. 

She was afraid that, in the event of her 

death, her husband, who she claimed was 

-perfectly able to make his own decisions, 

. would not be legally considered so for 

reasons of mental incompetence. 

While undergoing testing and therapy at an 
achievement center he did maintenance at 
the center that he thought was part of the •
